(Special.)\—Howard Van Epps Wilcox, 
35 years old, sog of Dr. Wilcox, of Au- 
gusta, Ga., who held the position of 
clerk in the freight traffic department 
of the Atlantic Coast Line:-here, shot 
himself in the right temple with a 
pistol at his boarding house at 1 
o’clock this afternoon, dying at the 
James Walker Memortal hospital an 
hour later. 

Wilcox, with his wife.-and. child, 
came here about a month ago from 
Atlanta, Ga., where he was engaged in 
the real estate business. and where. it 
is said, he lost considerable money on 
investments. Despondency over there 
losses is the 
suicide. 

Father Heard Shot. 

His father was here on a visit to 
him and was sitting in an adjoining 
room when he heard the muffled re- 
port of a pistol. He rushed to his 
son's assistance and summoned the 
ambulance. Nothing could be done, 
however, at the hospital to save the 
young man's life.

Predicted That Bear Leaders 
Themselves Will Welcome 
Fresh Signs of Activity, Be- 
cause They Believe It Means 
More Profits. 
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New Orleans. February 27.—Brokers 
in the cotton trade claim that signs 
are now in evidence that lead them to 
believe in a more active market dur- 
ing the coming week. . 

If the expected entry of the spin- 
ners into the future market as active 
Operators takes place it will mean 
that one of the most interesting situ- 
ations in the history of the cotton mar- 
ket will be created. The developments 
of the last week have shown that mill 
ewners have bought cotton futures 
@nd especially March contracts, be- 
cause of the growing difficulty.of buy- 
ing spots. If, during the immediate 
future their purchases extend to May 
and July, the other active old crop 
months, it means that they have de- 
cided that their only hope for supplies 
at favorable prices to them this sea- 
s0n is to buy contracts, constantly 
held below the level.of spot values 
as they are by the operations of pow- 
-erful bear interests. 

Bulls Are Hopeful. 

That is the bull view of it and bulls, 
of course, are very hopeful that the 
consumers of raw cotton wil] be such 
powerful allies that the bears will be 
covered with confusion and losses. But 
the bears have opinions of their own 
on the subject. They contend that the 
southern spot holder is weakening as 
the time of planting the new crop 
Graws near and that during the com- 
ing week he will probably be onlv too 
glad to deal with exporters, who want 
t> fill first half of March shipments. 
They point out that should the rem- 
nants of the crop be turned loose a!! 
epeculators would lose faith in 
lone side for the remainder of the sea- 
eon and become more than ever con- 
vinced of the truth of the old market 
proverb about not attempting to bull 
the tail end of a short crop. 

Bearg Are Confident, 

So far as the power of spinners and

‘Militia Leaves 


ICHRIST WAS NOT KILLED BY JEWS, 


BUT BYROMANS FORLESE MAJESTE 


Berlin, February 27.—(Special.)—Ina 
remarkable statement made here today 
Edward Holton James, nephew of Hen- 
ry James, the noted author, declares 
“in spite of the traditiog which has 
been accepted for nineteen centuries, 
Christ was not put to death by the 
Jvews.”’ 

Mr. James, whose original home was 
in Concord, Mass., is a graduate of 
Harvard university and a_ lawyer. 
Formerly he practiced his profession 
in Seattle. Wash. Now he is in Paris 
engaged in Biblical research work, to 
which he intends to devote the rest of 
his life. , 

“To me it seems incredible,” con- 
tinued Mr. James, “that the historians 
and other writers should have passed 
over the facts which I have been able 
to establish. I believe my work will 
ecnyince the unprejudiced reader that 
Jesus was a political leader, who was 
put to death by the Romans for the 
crime of lese majeste at theinstance of 
Tilate bv certain Jews, who really were 
Romans, even belonging to the order 
of Equestrians or Knights. 

“This discovery that Caiaphas and 
the members of the Sanhedrim were 
really Roman knights, appointed by 
Pilate, and were political creatures, 
therefore doing his work after the 
manner of modern politicians, I regard 
as the most important discovery that 
I made, since it revolutionizes our en- 
tire idea of the manner -and causes of 
Christ's death. 

“I have been able to demonstrate 
this through the history of Dion Cas- 
sius, a Roman historian, who wrote in 


, ™ 


Greek, although, strangely, no transla- 
tion of his works has ever been made 
into English, and also through the 
remarks of Josephus and other writers, 
all taken in connection with state- 
ments made in the gospels. 

“Josephus expressly states, that cer- 
tain men, although by birth Jews, with 
members of the Equestrian order, with 
the privilege of Roman Knights. 

“When Jesus said that he was king 
he was gullty not of blasphemy, as it is 
usually interpreted, but of blasphemy 
against the emperor, and was punish- 
able under the Roman law when it was 
enforced in Judea. 

‘“T have found abundant proof to 
stow that these men were not acting for 
the Jews in putting Jesus to death, but 
for the Romans. Jesus was a political 
leader, preaching universal democracy, 
with the idea of freeing the Jews from 
the despotic rule of the Romans. He 
Was not in favor with the Jewish 
rriests because they then were servile 
tcols of the Romans, doing the bidding 
of their masters while pretending to 
serve the people. But he was a true 
representative of the common people of 
his race, who believed that he would 
gain them freedom. 

“The Romans, wishing to be rid of 
him, Pilate Ordered his appointed hire- 
ling, Caiaphus, who had served him 
eleven years, to prefer charges. 

“It is my belief, supported by facts, 
but naturally impossible now of def- 
nite proof that Jesus had planned 
greater undertakings of a political na- 
ture which would have been attempted 
on the day following hiS’ arrest, and 
that Pilate, hearing of this, had him 


arrested the night before.”

How tbe tariff is to be relieved, in republican official reports at least, 
of all responsibility for the high price of living is clearly forecasted in a 
speech by Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, delivered the other day before 
the Newark, N. J., board of trade. , 

Senator Lodge submitted to his hearers a carefully prepared sample 
of the whitewash with which the republican tariff is to be. coated. 

Selecting three products—cotton, petroleum and sugar—which happened 


well to suit his purpose, he said:

the advance in cotton has ranged 
from 31 to 84 points. It was 59 points higher in 1908 than 1899, 
and.it is still higher at the present time. Petroleum, starting with 
100 as @ basis.in 1899, has advanced 323 points in ten years; sugar 
during the same time has declined 10 points. 


The adroitness of Senator Lodge’s defense of the tariff is apparent. 

It is comparatively an easy matter to select.two or three products from 
the tarifr law to show almost anything one wishes. 

Cotton, unprotected and grown and sold in free competition, has obeyed 
the law of supply and demand, except in case of sudden fluctuations back 
and forth, due to speculation. But the gradual increase in the selling 
price of cotton has proceeded solely from an increased consumption, which 
has outstripped production. The direct cause of the present high price 
of cotton, with a crop 3,000,000 bales short of the world’s needs, is self- 
evident. "aaa 

On the other hand, sugar production, largely a foreign industry, has 
more than kept pace with consumption; its decreased price has come, not 
because of the tariff, but in spite of it, and as a result of a supply that 
has given the world an abundance and to spare.

DECISION OFG 


New York, February 27.—(Special.)— 
“A tempest in a teapot” was the way 
Dr. Kingman B. Page, of the New York 
Medical Society, characterized the 
alarm over thé decision of the supe- 
rior court at Macon, Ga., whereby a 
surgeon who performs’ an operatior 
must benefit the patient fm order to 
collect his fee, 

The Georgia decision grew out of a 
case whereby a child died following an 
operation. The parents refused to re- 
munerite the surgeon and he sued to 
recover his fee. The superior court at 
Macon ruled that the doctor had ne 
legal ground for the collection. 


“The New York Medical Society held 
a meeting when this case was dis- 
cussed, but the thing is so absurd that 
no action was taken—not even @ reso- 
lution condemning the court decision,” 
said Dr. Page. 

“It is beyond common sense to see 
how subth a ruling could be established, 
A doctor or a surgeon gives a patient 
the benefit of all his skill, knowledge 
and experience, and if he fails it is not 
his fault.” continued Dr. Page. “If that 
ruling should ever come to apply to 
New York, a doctor would not take a 
difficult case unless he were paid in 
advance. But the thing is so foolish it 
is not worth talking about. That mode 
of medical procedure might do in 
Georgia, but it will mever be estab- 
lished in New York,” 
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HE IS NOT A TELEPHONE GIRL 
IF UNDER FIVE FEET IN HEIGHT 


Washington, February 27.—She is 


not a te‘ephone girl if she is under five 
feet in height. The companies employ 
only girls who can reach to the top 
of their switchboards and a reasonable 
distance sideways from their positions 
and the short ones never get a chance. 

Conditions existing in telephone ex- 
changes throughout the country are¢ 
{Mmterestingly set forth in the report 
recently sent to the senate dealing 
with the investigation made by the 
bureau of labor. The bulk of the re- 
port deals with the women employees 
—there are 17,210 of them working 
at the switchboards for 27 companies 
in 26 states which furnished the data. 
Agents of the bureau visited 73 ex- 
changes and found them, generally 
speaking, we'l housed. In many cases 
the girls were compelled to walk up 
from one to four flights of stairs and 
more than two-thirds of the com- 
plaints heard were on account of lack 
of elevators. In some cities imposing 
medical or physical examinations are 
required of applicants. The height is 
often determined without the appli- 
cant’s knowledge, by a young woman 
who engages the former in conversa- 
tion while she compares the level of 
the other's eyes with her own. The 
educational requirements are usually 
that the applicant must have passed 
the sixth or seventh grade in grammar 
school. Boston alone prefers high- 
school girls, but is not always suc- 
cessful in obtaining them. Girls are 
put into training schools for a four- 
weeks’ course before they are placed 
at the switchboard. 

Wages for telphone girls vary from 
a highest monthly average of $36.96 
in New York oity to $22.40 in Nash- 
ville, Tenn. In some of the smaller 
cities the average goes even lower; 


particularly in the south. The Bell 
company @mploys 16,256 women oper- 
ators at an average monthly wage of 
$30.91. 

Efficient service is possible up to 
225 calls an hour for each girl. She 
cannot answer more than that with- 
out injury to herself or injuring the 
service. The bureau has reached the 
conclusion that the operator who has 
not enough to do to keep her con- 
stantly busy, however, does not prop- 
erly attend to what she has. 

Commis.iorer Neill strongly urges 
the practical elimination of overtime 
for operators, and says this can be 
brought about if the larger cities will 
set the example. New York city has 
done so, but in Chicago the Bell op- 
erators have about 28 per cent of 
overtime, and in New Orleans as high 
as 98 per cent. A widespread and in- 
telligent effort on the part of the com- 
panies to look after the comfort and 
well-being of its women employees 
was found. On the other hand, the
